» Health Equity Resource Act included CRISP as technical
assistance support for the Pathways grant.

* |nthe RFP phase, CRISP worked with CHRC to provide public
access to data files ("Public Use Files") to support applicants as
they prepare Pathways applications.

« Applicants can use these data files to identify specific disparities
in their communities and highlight areas of need.

* Includes data from the American Community Survey (Census)

2.  Pathways Public Use Health Data file
